EQUIPMENT MODIFICATION NOTES Contributed by Tony Cooper G3TKD. 
These are the modifications required to put the ICOM 1050 CB Rig on to 29.600 MHz. 


The ICOM 1050 CB Rig can as outlined in Short Wave News be modded to run on 29 MHz. 
However of the five known to have been worked on, all have had a fault on when 
purchased, and only found when the mod. had been started, usually dry joints. 

The price of the ICOM 1050 appears to be in the range £23 to £26.The following notes 
are a collection of all the comments of those who have tried it with success. 


Tl Remove blue, green and mauve wires from MC 145106 chip. 
Connect mauve wire to pin 13 of chip. 

T2 Connect pins 10, 11 and 12 of chip to +5V via 10K resistor. 

T3 Clean wax from the following coils; T101, T102, T105, T201, T1207, T208, T209, 
T301, T303, T307. 

T4 Remove two turns from T303 and core. 

T5 Open out turns on T305 as much as possible and remove core. 

T6 Remove one or two turns from L311 ( Test for max. power). 

T7 Monitor pin 8 of chip and screw out the core (about four turns) until pin 8 
goes high +5V (VCO lock). -

Adjust all coils in Tx section for max. RF output. Adjust C201 to bring frequency 
to 29.600 MHz, (may need extra padding). RV303 is the deviation control and may 
be turned fully clockwise, RF output should now-be approx. 5 - 7 Watts. This 
completes the Tx modification.
